rested comprised an even dozen men, 
and two of thr 
number, Vicenzo Ar- 
rlgo, fruit dealer, and Frank Spadero, 
saloon keeper, were held over on war­ 
rants charging them with conspiracy 
In connection with an alleged attempt 
to ex tort money from John Amicon of 
Columbus. O., by Black Hand methods. 
The remaining ten were allowed to 
go, though it is said some of them 
are to be kept under surveillance and 
will be called aa witnesses. 
Inspector Oldfield, who led the raid 
which resulted in the arrest, said that 
proof had been obtained that Spadero 
up to three weeks ago was the local 
president of the Society of the Ba­ 
nana, since succeeded by Salvatore 
Lima. 
In the raid a large amount of litera­ 
ture was captured which the inspect­ 
ors declare ha3 an important bearing 
on the cases of the Black Hand sus­ 
pects recently arrested at Marion, Co­ 
lumbus and other Ohio points.

arrests were made in Spadero’s sa­ 
loon, and in additihn to the alleged 
Incriminating 
literature, 
stillettos, 
daggers, revolvers and other weapons 
were found. 
A stilletto taken from 
one of the men arrested contained 
blood that had dried upon the blade 
of the ugly -looking instrument.

put out of business or will be forced 
to quit business at the ex piration of 
ninety day s from the date of the 
county option election affecting them, 
in the six ty -one counties in which such 
elections have resulted in “dry ” ma­ 
jorities. 
In these six ty -one counties 
1,100 saloons had been compelled to 
go out of business under the township 
and ward remonstrance law. 
In the 
twelve counties which have not held 
local option elections, 249 saloons have 
been closed by the remonstrance law. 
In the twelve counties which have 
voted “wet,” 141 saloons have been 
closed through the operation of the 
remonstrance law. The remainder of 
the total of saloons ousted (67) is 
found in the number put out of busi­ 
ness by the action of city councils 
which have declared residence dis­ 
tricts. Between the saloon license re­ 
port for 1908 compiled by the state 
statistician and that for the same pe­ 
riod compiled by the league, a dis­ 
crepancy of 248 saloons is shown in 
the number closed by remonstrance. 
The statistician’s report is compiled 
from reports sent in by the county 
auditors and shows 465 saloons closed 
under this law, while the league re­ 
ports show 713 so closed. J. L. Peetz, 
state statistician, is inclined to think 
that the league is the more accurate 
because it deals with the saloons di­ 
rect, while the auditor’s reports are 
made from the applicants for retailer’s 
license.
